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Complaints About Complexity and Difficulty in Meeting Bid Specs 
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Bids for Township Towing 
Service Creates a Stir

At the July 9th Board meet- 
ing, three representatives 
from their respective tow 
companies spoke before the 
Board and addressed their 
concerns. Basically, they were 
concerned about the need for 
such a bid when only a few 
companies offered the service 
to the Township. 

This matter was before the 
Board because they had previ- 
ously approved the chief of 


police using a bid process for 


the towing service. 

The owners of the towing 
companies had a variety of 
complaints that ranged from 
the required response time to 
the need for a bond. One 
company complained they 
were no longer being used by 
the Township and wanted to 
know why. 

The people that spoke on 
behalf of their companies 
were polite but direct in their 
opinions. All expressed great 
misgivings and questioned the 
police chief on his desire to 
bid a service that only ap- 
pealed to a few companies. 

Tom Parker from Tom’s 
Collision addressed the Board 
and said he could not sign the 
bid because of the liability. 
He suggest the chief of police 
set down with people "on the 
street," and the towing com- 
panies and determine what 
was needed. 

Lori Johnson from CJ’s 
Towing said they could not 
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sign the bid because of the 
liability and the response 
time that was required. She 
said the required response 
time was seven minutes and it 
was impossible because of 
the size of the Township. She 
suggested a response time of 
15-20 minutes. 

She said the police chief 
should have talked to them 
before. She urged him to sit 
down with the towing compa- 
nies in the area and work out a 
more reasonable contract. 
She added the Board ought to 
table the matter so they could 
further discuss with the chief. 

Trustee O’Kelley asked her 
if she towed for other commu- 
nities and she advised they 
towed for Monroe County. 
He asked if they required a 
performance bond and she 
responded they did not. He 


asked about their required 
response time and _ she 
responded it was as an aver- 
age 20 minutes. 

Dorothy Parker from Waltz 
Garage & Towing said she 
agreed with the other people 
but also wanted to know why 
her company had been taken 
off the rotation. She com- 
plained she had been taken off 
the list a month ago. She said 
she tried to speak to the chief 
and the lieutenants and could 
not get an answer. 

When the matter came up 
for Board action, the chief did 
not go into great detail regard- 
ing the reasons for submitting 
the bids. However, he sug- 
gested to the Board they reject 
the bids they got because they 
had not been completed prop- 
erly. This left the Board with 
no acceptable bids. 


Regarding the Waltz Tow- 
ing situation, he confirmed 
the township was not using 
the company. He appeared to 
be uncomfortable while dis- 
cussing the matter but told the 
Board of two incidents that 
happened recently. One was a 
complaint from an auto own- 
er that complained about an 
item taken from a towed auto. 
The chief also mentioned 
another incident that involved 
the police department with a 
driver of a vehicle owned by 
the garage. 

Mrs. Parker responded they 
had corrected the problem 
with the auto owner and she 
appeared skeptical about the 
second complaint from the 
chief. 

Supervisor Mitchell sug- 
gested the police chief and the 
company meet to try to work 


out their differences. 

Regarding the bids, it 
appeared clear to the Board 
their effort to secure bids for a 
small operation was not likely 
to work unless several changes 
were made. They were in the 
mood to table the matter and 
did so. 

Trustee Adkins made a 
motion to reject the two bids 
that were received. She also 
said the chief and Trustee 
Krause should meet with the 
towing companies and return 
to the Board with a more - 
detailed plan. This was sup- 
ported by Clerk Bowers and 
the motion made unanimously. 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Big city 
bids dont seem to fly very 
well in a rural, but large, 
community with only two 
ways to cross the river. 





Resolution Tabled Until Board Decides How to Pay. 


Retention Basin Issue Tabled by Board

At the July 9th Township 
Board meting, the Board 
agreed to table the retention 
basin issue until they could 
come up with a way to pay 
for their portion of the costs. 

This issue was introduced 
to the Township a few meet- 
ings ago when the Board was 
told the State of Michigan 
required the South Huron 
Utility Authority to build a 
basin to stop the polluting of 
Lake Erie. The State had 
charged the Authority al- 
lowed too much partially 
processed water to be dis- 
charged into the lake. 

At a prior Board meeting, 
the Board agreed to enter a 
cooperative effort to con- 
struct a basin that would cor- 
rect the problem. Trustee 
O’Kelley, at that time, raised 
the issue of how the citizens 
of Huron would pay for the 
Township’s share. Several 


suggestions were made but 
no firm determination was 
made. 

At the July 9th meeting, 
the issue still had not been 
resolved and O’Kelley 
brought up the matter again. 
The Board agreed to table 
the matter until they could 
come up with a plan. It was 
agreed they would add it to 


the agenda of a special met- 
ing that was scheduled for 
July 15th. 

However, the July 15th 
meeting was held and it was 
not on the agenda. This may 
not unduly harm the ap- 
proval process, because the 
Board at their July 9th 
meeting agreed to publish, 
in the legal newspaper, the 


intent to sale bonds for the 
South Huron Valley Utility 
Authority. This motion to go 
ahead and publish the notice 
without approving the man- 
ner of local financing was 
opposed by Trustee O’Kelley 

The pending resolution 
allows for the authority to 
begin the financing of the 
project. 





Board Hires Part-Time Building Inspector

At the July 9th Township 
Board meeting, the Board 
agreed to hire John Tackett as 
a part-time building inspector. 

At the May 26th Board 
meeting they agreed to create 
the position and Mr. Tackett 
was recommended from five 
applicants. 

Zoning and Planning Di- 
rector, Dan Kirtland, made 
the recommendation. 


Mr. Kirtland explained his 
duties would be limited to 
those times when the current 
building inspector was not 
available. He would also be 
used when the full time build- 
ing inspector had more than 
18 inspections in a day. 


He would be considered 
part time and receive no ben- 
efits. He would be paid a flat 
$25.00 fee per completed 
inspection. 

Mr. Tackett’s appointment 
was approved by unanimous 
vote.
